Indecision 2000 


The race for the presidential office was a close one in 2000. Vice-President Al Gore and Governor George W. Bush held similar views 
throughout the election. Many voters had difficulty distinguishing between the two. 

Independent candidate Ralph Nader referred to Bush and Gore as “one person with two heads wearing different makeup”. Due to this, the 
popular vote was dead even. Each candidate received half of the vote. 

Only Florida hung in the balance. The vote of the Electoral College of the state would be the deciding factor in who would become the next 
president of the United States. Gore challenged the vote counts in several counties. The Democratic Party demanded recounts. 

The country was familiarized with the terms “hanging chad" and "butterfly ballot" as they stood riveted to CNN and CSPAN while votes were 
'ounted again, courtroom battles raged, and politicians spoke out about the faulty election process. The legality of the recounts was challenged 
ime and again. 


The country was left wondering who would be their next president until December 13th, over a month after the election. George W. Bush was 
declared the President-elect, even though he lost the popular vote by a margin of one percent. It was an election for the history books, and will 


surely be remembered as an indelible image of '01. 


U.S. Bombs Iraq 


On February 16, 2001, President Bush authorized a bomb raid on Iraq. Bush said that it was justified, and that it was a routine enforcement 
of the “no-fly zone” that U.S. and British planes have policed since the end of the Gulf War. 


A strike force of about 24 U.S. and British aircraft targeted radar sites, and bombed key command and control nodes in Baghdad. The “no- 
fly zones" were set up after the Gulf War, and were imposed to protect the Kurds in the north and the Shiite Muslims in the South from possible 


attack from Iraqi forces. 
No Congressional leaders were notified that Bush authorized the bomb raid on Iraq, but since almost all of them were traveling on airplanes 
it may have been difficult for the White House to reach them. If Bush's aids attempted to reach them is not known. Not everyone is pleased with 
| Bush's decision. His strikes happened one week before Secretary of State Colin Powell was scheduled to travel to the Middle East for discussions. 
N Whether it was a good idea or not will be determined over time. 


| Economy Slump 


| The U.S. economy was at the lowest level since 1995. This is due to a lack of consumer purchasing, and an inventory pile-up. The inventory 

Bpile-up has slowed down some, and consumer spending has risen some. The Federal funds rate was also lowered in order to keep the economy 
moving smoothly along. 

| Whether the economy slump is going to stay longer, or things will turn back to normal soon isn't quite clear. However, the government is 

| doing its best to get us through it. 


Spy Guy Caught 


E Robert Hanssen was a 25-year veteran in the FBI, and a counterintelligence expert. Besides these things, he was also working as a spy for the 
Soviet Union, and later Russia. He had been a spy since the ending of the Cold War. 

Hanssen was arrested February 18, 2001. FBI found ammunition, computer equipment, classified documents, phony identification documents, 
financial papers when they searched his home. 
According to FBI Director Louis Freeh, Hanssen was paid $1.4 million in cash and diamonds for passing top secret information to Russia. 
Luckily Hanssen has finally been caught so he can no longer spy for Russia. Hopefully, in the future, we won't have these types of problems to

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This year, the 2000-2001 Legenda Staff has been working 
diligently to bring you the Images of '01. 

The theme “Images of '01" was created as a way of remember- 
ing the many different images of this school year, and also shows 
the vast diversity of this school. From studying to celebrating, this 
book shows it all. 

As with the previous Legenda , the staff used a “kill list" in 
order to get as many different people in the yearbook as possible. 
We tried to limit the candids to no more than five per person. We 
feel this book belongs to everyone at the Hill. So it's important to 
incorporate as many of you Lumberjacks as possible. From seniors 
to freshmen, from staff to administration, from those who are 
leaving to those that are staying, you'll find them all. 

Now, if you are also interested in the mechanics of this year- 
book, continue reading. The staff used 10 point Times to write the 
stories, captions in 8 point Helvetica, and headlines in 30 point 
Times. All the layouts were designed with Adobe PageMaker 
version 6.5. The yearbooks were printed by Jostens, Inc. using the 
Jostens Yeartech program. The cover was picked by the yearbook 
staff from a group of possibilities that Jostens provided. With colors 
accents and designs, we did just that. We wanted it to show who we 
were, and to be a reflection of the school. When processing over 
1,800 names, over 100 stories, and over 1,000 captions mistakes are 
made.
